Resolution Recognizing 

Cessation of War: With 
Germany Introduced ‘in 
House—Comes to Vote 
Monday. * 


NOT CONSTITUTIONAL, 
DECLARE DEMOCRATS 


Measure Is Based on the 
-President’s Formal Mes- 
sage to Congress That 
War With Germany Had 
Ended.

Washington, March 31.—Republ!- 
can leaders concluded today prepar- 
ation of the resolution recognizing 
the existence of a state of peace be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many without ratification of the 
treaty of Versailles. The resoluc 
tion was introduced in the house by 


, Representative Stephen G,. Porter, 


of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
house committee on foreign affairs. 

Pplitical lines are drawn for a 
fight. The resolution will be ap- 
proved tomorrow by the foreign 

affairs committee. It will be re- 
ported to tne house by a party vote, 
the democrats on the committee op- 
posing 4t. The ryles committee will 
report a special rule giving the res- 
olution a priviliged parliamentary / 
status. 

It wlll provide that the measure 
shall be made the special order of 
business on Monday. 

Mr. Porter had planned to have 
the vote on Friday, but at the re- 
quest of democrats consented to a 
postponement to Monday. The house 
approved the declaration of war 
with Germany on Good Friday, 
April 12, 1917, and Mr. Porter had 
hoped to have the peace resolution 
adopted on the third gnniversay of 
that vote. 

Considered Unconstitutional. 

The resolution undertaakes to cir- 
eumvent the constitutional diffi- 
culties in the way of a legislative 
declaration of a peace status. Al- 
though many republicans are in- 
elined to believe the Porter reso- 
lution. is unconstitutional and near- 
ly all of them are positive the pres- 
ident will veto it they will vote for 
it as a party. measure. Administra- 
tion democrats will oppose the res- 
olution on the ground that the or- 
ganized law of the United States 
reserves to the executive the ex- 
clusive power to terminate a war. 
Consideration of this resolution 
constitutes the most important po- 
“Ntical clash between the capitol! and 
the white house siince the republi- 
can party obtained control of con- 
gress, this inatance being the first 
that involved the house as well as 
the senate. 

Instead of repealing the declara- 
tion of war, as originally suggest- 
ed, the Porter resolution proposes

In 
his message of November 11, 1918, 
announcing the conclusion of the 
armistice, Mr. Wilson used the 
words, “the war thus comes to an 
end.”

VOTE ON AMENDMENT. 
DELAYED IN DELAWARE 


In Connecticut, Governor 
Holcomb States He Will 
Not Call Special Session 
to Act on Matter. 


Jackson, Miss., March 31.,—Missis- 
sippd today declined to become the 
thirty-sixth state to ratify the fed- 
eral woman suffrage amendment. 

The lower house of the legisla- 
ture, by the overwhelming vote of 
94 to 23, adopted a resolution dis- 
agreeing with the senate resolution 
of yesterday by which the latter 
body favored ratification. 

After the first speaker favoring 
suffrage had endeavored to make 
himself heard there apparently was 
little doubt but that the Mississipp! 
legislators’ lower house was deter- 
mined to let some other state take 
action which would make woman 
suffrage nation-wide, hoots, catcalls, 
jeers and whistling drowned _ the 
words of the speakers who urged 
ratification, Chears greeted those 
who spoke against equal balloting. 
They cheeerd f wnearly a minute

when R. H. Watts, of Pisgah, Ran- 
kin county, arose gnd shouted: “I 
would rather dte and go to Hades 
. than vote for woman suffrage.” 

~“ Telegramea Not Read. 

When M. 8. Comer, speaker of 
the house, announced that he would 
instruct the clerk to read a set of 
telegrams received from national 
leaders of the democratic party and 
from organizations favoring suf- 
fragze throughout the country, there 
was a loud thunder of objection. 
Put to a vote, it was almost unani- 
mously decided that the telegrams 
should not be read. 

Governor Lee M. Russell, who to- 
day announced that he would make 
a “little talk” urging ratification, 
failed to appear, awa although the 
speaker stated he was momentarily 
expecting word from the executive, 
the re ition was put to a vote 
without the promised speech. 

Each side was given five minutes 
for argument, but only those close 
to’>the speakers heard what was 
said. Cheers and jeers drowned all 
else. Nathaniel EB, Wilroy, of Her- 
nando; Lee, of DeSoto county, speak- 
ing against suffrage, declared the 
sarced doctrine of states’ rights 
made it impossible for local Mis- 
sissippilans and a democrat 4o take 
favorable action on a national 
amendment which was distasteful to 
the state. 

Walter Sillers, Jr., of Rosedale, 
Bolivar county, supporting the suf- 
frage cause, told the representa- 
tives it was never too late to re- 
verse their action and “get on the 
right side.” He said that as loyal 
American supporters of President

London, March 31.—-The Essen 

correspondent of the London Times, 
telegraphing from Cologne today, 
says he was forced to go to Cologne 
as the Ruhr valley is isolated from 
the reat of the world, there being 
no trains, telegraph communication 
or telephones. Beveral factories are 
still in operationg although all are 
Pieketed by red guards, 
' The workers of Dusseldorf re- 
fused to strike, and it was report- 
ed at Essen that the Bochum work- 
ers had taken similarvaction. The 
reds ordered Krupp’s to cease work 
yesterday and the huge factory was 
lying idle, to the disgust of the 
workers. 

The supreme workers council sent 
a delegation to Cologne Monday to 
inform the allies that the reichs- 
wehr troops were advancing into 
the Ruhr basin without the entente 
powers premission and to request 
them either to order that this in- 
vasion cease or occupy the Ruhr 
territory themselves. As the dele- 
gates threaten to ‘blow up the fac- 
tories and mines unless the entente 
takes action it will. possibly be nec- 
essary for the allies to occupy the 
Ruhr district. 

Reporting a visit to the red front 
the correspondent says the discipline 
of the red guards seem to have 
improved and they are determined 
not to surrender “their arms unless 
possibily to the allies; but their 
lines thinly held and often discon- 
nected. There isa lack of artillery 
and machine guns, and above all, 
food and ammuntion. He is con- 
vinced that the reds could not with- 
stand a six attack for an hour. 

The correspondent reports that 
Dortmund is surrounded by the 
Reichswehr and is expected to fall 
at any moment. The inhabitants 
are entirély without food,

HOLDING SESSION... 

Dusseldorf, March 31.—(By the 
Associated Press.)-—-The revolu- 
tionary leaders in the Ruhr digtrict 
have been in secret session vir- 
tually uninterrupted, for thirty-six 
-hours, and at 6 .é’clock tonight,

W. O. Martin, auditor who made 
the examipation of the bank’s af- 
fairs immediately after the fire on 
the night of October 9, 1819, testi-' 
fied that it was a “physipal impos- 
sibility” for Green to have-placed 
as many Liberty bonds in the 
vault of the bank just prior to the 
fire as “he claims to have done. 

George Edmondson, now cashier 
of the bank, and formerly its as- 
sistant cashier, testified that Green 
told him, after the fire, he had 
placed the bonds on a certain spot 
on one of the- shelves of the vau)t. 
“If Mr. Green had placed\the bonds 
there,"he sald, “I certainly would 
have seen them, since it was neces- 
sary for me to place papers on that 
very spot each day, and since I was 
in the vault about fifty times a day. 

Attorneys Tilt.

Oanother interesting feature pre- 
sented by the prosecution was fne 
testimony of an employe ’ of the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
to the effect that Green haa wired 
money to Mrs. Bradstreet on several 
Separate occasions during the pres- 
ent year, 1920, and had sent tel- 
egrams accompanying the mnioney 
orders. 

The defense held these money 
orders and telegrams were sent to 


defray the expense of Mra. Brad- 
street’s return to Atlanta *o be 
present at the February term of the 
Campbell court. 

W. T. Gloer, of the Pinkerton Dt-

PUBLIC NOW REFUSING 
TO PAY BIG CHARGES 


Manufacturers All Over 
Country Express Belief 
That Peak Has Been 
Passed and Recession 
Will Follow. 


Washington, March 31.—Nation- 
wide reports from federal reserve 
bank officials, made public tonight, 
disclose thefr opinion that the 
post-war era of “extravagance and 
reckless buying” by the people is 
nearing its end. 

“A hesitation, if not an actual re- 
cession” of prices is noted and the 
Federal Reserve Board's statement 
summarigzes ita advices as indicat- 
ing..a generally more hopeful view 


of the country’s business condition 
than'for several months. 


While the price changes were 
shown by the board not te be uni- 


versa] they were nevertheless re- 
Lt god positive and of importance 


mmediate future holds, 
ftellef from the high prices for 
the consumer will not be completely 
obtained until present stocks are ab- 
sorbed in practically all lines, ac- 
cording to the board's view. Manu- 
facturersa everywhere, however, were 
shown to held the view that the 
peak of high prices has been reached 
and to expect a gfadual recession. 


In the clothing trade, particularly, 
the board said there was a marked 
tendency of the public to make old 
supplies Jast longer and to refuse to 
pay exorbitant prices. This phase 
can mean only that an awakening 
has come, the statement said, and 
that many people have arrived at the 
conclusion that they are themselves 
responsible for a continuing high 
range of prirées. 


Decrease tn Demand. 


Wholesalers in the dry goods trade 
to some extent have taken a “com- 
mendatory attitude” and are discour- 
aging their customers from placing 
heavy fall orders. This has served 
to slacken demand and create a feel- 
ing that lowgr prices will follow. 


The reports do not give en- 
couragement concerning a price re- 
duction in shoes. There was, how- 
ever, a wide divergance of opinon 
a.to what shoe and leather prcees 
will do. 


Fastern seaboard sities reported 
a “piling up of commodities” on 
this side of the Atlantic. The ex- 
change situation was beginning to 
reflect itself on the export market 
as well as through a general re- 
duction by Europeans in their fore- 
ign buying, it was noted, 


Business and financial develop- 
ments during ‘March also were 
marked by confusion and lack of 
uniformity of opinion, reports from 
the several Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts showed. But. throughout the 
detailed observations of these offi- 
clals, there was a diatinctly- op 
timistic tone, summed up, it was: 

“The outlook for the spring sea- 
son, both industrially and agricul- 
turally, is excellent. But modify- 
ing factors in the situation and an 
inadequacy of labor supply and ‘a 
shortage of variéus kinds of build- 
ing materials aé well as borrowing 
facilities of banks,”

It proposes to force 
from Germany recognition of clear 
title by the United States to mate- 
rial rights and benefits accruing to 
this country in the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. That portion of the Knox 
resolution establishing an interna- 
tional policy as a substitute for the 
league of nations covenant was 
omitted. 

‘Provision for resumption of re- 
ciprocal trade -relations with Ger- 
‘many within forty-five days, should 
the Berlin government not initiate 
a formal peace status in the mean- 
time, and repeal of the war-time 
legislation, regardless of previous 
legislative pronouncements for a 
proclamation by thre president, were 
regarded as so worded as to be es- 
pecially obnoxious to the white 
house. The resolution not only pro- 
vides for resumption of trade, but 
states “it shall be the duty of the 
president” to issue a proclamation 
to that effect. 

Text of Resolution. 


The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, the president of the 
United States in the performance of 
his constitutional duty to give to 
congress information of the state 
of the union has advised congress 


that the war with the imperial Ger-, 


man government has ended, re- 
solved, by the senate and the house 
of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress as- 
sembled, that the state of war de- 
clared to exist between the impe- 
rial German government and the 
people of the United States by a 
joint resolution of congress ap- 
proved April 6, 1917, is hereby de- 
clared at an end. 

“Sec. 2. That in the interpreta- 
tion of any provision relating to the 
date of the termination of the pres- 
ent war or of the present or existing

provision in any act of congress or 
joint resolution, providing any oth-

Trade Agreements. 


“Sec. 3. That with a view to #se- 
curing reciprocal trade with the 
German government and its nation- 
als, and for this purpose, it is here- 
by provided that unless within 45 
days from the date when this reso- 
lution becomes effective the Ger- 
man government shall duly notify 
the. president of the United States 
that it has declared a termination 
of the war with the United States 
and that it waives and renounces 
on behalf of itself and its nationals 
any claim, demand, right or benefit 
against the United States or its 
nationals, that it or they would not 
have had the right to assert. had 
the United States ratified the treaty 
of Versailles, the president of- the 
United States shall have the power 
and it shall be his duty, to proclaim 
that the German government has 
not given the notification hereinbe- 
fore mentioned and thereupon, and 
until the president shall have Ss . 
claimed the receipt of such notffi- 
cation, commercial intercourse. be- 
tween the United States and er- 
many and the making of loans'‘or 
credits and the furnishings of finan- 
cial assistance or supplies to the 
German government or the inhabi- 
tants of Germany, directly or in- 
directly, by the government or the 
inhabitants of the United States, 
shall, except with the license of the 
president be prohibited. 

‘Sec. 4. That whoever shall wil- 
fully violate the foregoing prohibi- 
tion whenever the same shall be in 
force, shall upon conviction be fined 
not more than $10,000, or if a natural 
person, imprisoned for not more 
than two years, or both; and the 
officer, director or agent of any cor- 
poration who knowingly participates 
in such violation shall be punished 
by a like fine, imprisonment or both.

REED WITHDRAWS. 
USE OF Fld NAME 


Declares Defeat of ‘the 
League of Nations Can 
Best’ Be Aceomplished 
With Him Out of Race. 


Moultrie,“ Ga., March 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In a speech here this after- 
noon, Senator James A. Reed, of 


’ Missouri, announced that he will not 


be a candidate in the presidential 
primary, and tonight he wired Sec- 
retary Hiram Gardner not to permit 
the use of his name on the ticket. 
In withdrawing, Senator Reed gave 
no indorsement to any of the other 
candidates in the race, merely stat- 
ing that the defeat of the league of 
nations, on which he is fightig, could 
best be served by such course. 

Senator Reed was introduced by 
James L. Dowling, chairman of the 
Colquitt county democratic executive 
committee. 

While at the outset of his address, 
Senator Reed declared that he 
wanted to speak with the greatest 
respect of the president, certain of 
his references to Mr. Wilson, which 
were interpreted as being unfriend- 
ly, evoked applause. 

Senator Reed’s telegram to Hon. 
Hiram L. Gardner, segfetary of the 
subcommittee of the stdte demo- 
cratic executive committee, with- 
drawing from the presidential pref- 
erential primary, in which he says 
that he was entered without his 
knowledge or consent, follows: 

“Hon. Hiram L. Gardner, Georgia

PLANET DISCOVERED 
BY ASTRONOMER SOLA 


Cambridge, Mass., March 31.—The 
discovery of a planet by the 
Astronomer Sola of Barcelona was 
announced at the Harvard college 
observatory today in a cablegram 
from Professor Lecointe, of Ucolen, 
Belgium, transmitted through Pro- 
fessor Stromberg, ,yof Copenhagen.

Professor 
Leeointe’Ss megsage, although not 
entirely clear, was taken here as 
intimating his belief that the Sola 
discovery is new.

Lansing and Reed With- 
draw—Race Narrows 
Down to Palmer, Smith 
and Tom Watson for 
President. 


With the ‘elimination from the 
presidential primary’ in Georgia 
yesterday of ‘former Secretary of 
State Lansing and Senator James A. 
Reed, it seemed evident. that the 
contest was rapidly narrowing down 
to a triangular affair between At- 
torney General A. Mitchell Palmer, 
Senator Hoke Smith and Thomas E, 
Watson. 

The entry of the name of Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson by some of 
his Atlanta friends was not taken 
seriously, as there was scarcely a 
doubt that the president would not 
allow his name to go on the ticket. 
He has never in any way indicated 
that he would be a candidate for a 
thirdterm, and undoubtedly knows 
the friends of the administration in 
Georgia are already thoroughly or- 
ganized and united behind the can- 
didacy of Attorney General Palmer. 

An Associated.Press dispatch from 
Washington reported white house 
officials as saying that the petition 
was filed entirely without the pres- 
ident’s knowledge. They added that 
they had no information as to the 
president's probable action, and it ts 
not thought likely that the presi- 
dent will discuss the matter except 
directly in his reply to Secretary 
Hiram Gardner. 

And Another Candidate. 

Another entry which was not 
taken seriously even by the per- 
son in whose benefit it was made, 
was that of John Y. Smith, the 
well-known Atlanta attorney and 
Fulton representative in the general 
assembly. There were 102 names 
of Atlanta voters signed to the 
John Y. Smith petition, who de- 
clared that he was their choice for 
the democratic nomination for pres- 


ident. 

Mr. Smith declared the petition 
was circulated entirely without jis 
knowledge and consent and at 
he regarded it as “a joke, which 
his friends had perpetrated on him.’ 
He added that it seemed to be “quite 
the fashion to run for president and 
he did not know but that he was 
just about as much entitled to make 
the race as some others who have 
been proposed.” While he expressed 
himself as keenly appreciative of 
the honor which his friends wish- 
ed to confer on him, he intimated

The plan in operation in Dayton 
was made for Lockport, N. Y., but 
first put into practice in Sumter, S. 
C., and provides for the election by 
the city at large.of five commission- 
ers representing... respectively the 
departments of law, finance, service, 
safety and welfare. These commis- 
sioners enact the laws and regufa- 
tions for the government of the city, 
and elect a city manager who not 
only, administers the laws but ap- 
points all officers and employees 
charged with the duty of enforcing 
them. . 

Thea Dayton city charter contains 
an initiative, referendum and recall 
provision, pins the responsibility for 
good gdvernment upon tne manager, 
and makes him accountable directly 
to the people. It eliminates nation- 
al political partisanship from the 
local elections. 

_Mr. Garland said in the future the 
city will dominate in civil and gov- 
ernmental affairs.. He said every 
purchase for each department of 
Dayton is made by one purchasing 
agent, making for economy, and the

commons passed the second reading 
of the Irish home-rule bill today. 
The vote was 348 to 94, 

Sir Edward Carson, Ulster leader, 
speaking in opposition to the meas- 
ure, declared his belief that assassi- 
nations in Ireland were the work of 
persons from America, who had 
come here to carry on propaganda 
such as was going on in America. 

William Morgan Jellett, member 
for Dublin university, asked Ian 
Macpherson, secretary for Ireland, 
if the government would facilitate 


and finance a scheme of emigration 
for such loyalists of the south and 
west of Ireland as might. desire to 
leave, to which the secretary replied 
that if such a contingency arose, it 
wouwld receive grave consideration. 

Defending the bill, Premier Lioyd- 
George reiterated his declaration 
that the government proposal heid 
the field because it recognized the 
fact that the house would not satisfy 
Irish ‘opinion in its*present state 
without destroying the essentia} 
unity of the kingdom. The demand 
in Ireland for the moment was for 
independence and secession, not self- 
government. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said he wanted 
to say to “our American friends” 
that Eamonn de Valera was putting 
forward the same claim in exactly 
the same language as Jefferson Da- 
Vis, and that some of themen who 
voted for the Irish self-determina- 
tion motion in the senate the other 
day had ancestors who fought to the 
death against conceding to the 
southern states of America the very 
demand they are now supporting for 
Ireland. 

The acceptance of that demand, 
declared the premier, would never 
come. It was a demand which, if 
persisted in, he said, would lead to 
exactly the Same measures of re- 
pression as in the case of the south- 
ern states of America. Great Brit- 
ain, he declared, claimed nothing 
more than the United States had 
claimed for themselves. Great Brit- 
ain, he added, would stand on its 
own legs. 

There were certain powers which 
might be conferred upon Ireland 
when she settled down to an estab- 
lished union and accepted partner- 
ship with the United Kingdom, said 
the premier, but if they were given 
at the present they would only be 
wasted, to the harm of the union 
and of herself. It would be placing 
dangerous weapons in the hands of 
an infuriated people, he declared. 
The premier concluded by saying he 
believed the bill would result in 
brining about the union of the north 
and south, union with Protestants 
and Catholics, union Great 
Britain and ‘Ireland.

Mr. Perry had always been an en- 
thusiastic supporter of~Mr. Smith, 
but he thus violently parted com- 
pany with him for his “deliberate 
and defiant challenge” of the peo- 
ple of Georgia in his vote on Ar- 
ticle X. of the peace treaty. 

Later on, Senator Perry became 
an ardent advocate of Herbert Hoo- 
ver, but now that.Mr. Hoover has 
come out openly for the republican 
nomination, Mr. Perry will of course 
have to make another choice. 

In view of Senator Perry's strik- 
ing communication condemning Sen- 


ator Smith’s attitude on the peace 
treaty only a few months ago, it 


will be interesting to observe 
whether or not his sad parting with 
Senator Smith is to be as eternal as 
his classic expression would have it. 

Mr. Perry’s communication in full 
is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: For one, I 
wish to register my protest against 
the deliberate and defiant challenge 
by Senator Smith to their intelli- 
gence and patriotism flung into the 
face of the people of Georgia by his 
vote on the reservation of the tenth 
article of the treaty of peace. 

With thousands of others- who 
have in the past supported Mr. 
Smith in his political career, I felt 
that he had the prestige to make a 
proper leader in the fight for the 
principles of progressive democracy 
—all vindicated in the election and 
policies of President Wilson. 

To put it mildly but sadly, he has 
disappointed from the start the ex- 
pectation of hi8 best friends. With- 
out commenting at length upon 
many other derelictions, his last de- 
sertion of his party, and the liberal 
policies of President Wilson must 
turn against him the sympathy of 
all progressive democrats. 

From this time Georgia should 
have. but one word for the senator, 
and that is:

That Linked German Trade

WHERE HE WON 
A FIGHTING REPUTATION. 
One of Mr. Palmer’s most notable 
political contests was within the 
ranks of his own party in the state 
of Pennsylvania. In 1910 he set 
about the reorganization of the 
democratic party in the state. This 
was accomplished when the - bDi- 
partisan machine which had con- 
trolled for many years was_ over- 
thrown and a progressive and mill- 
tant body was perfected which has 
ever since conducted the party af- 
fairs in the state upon the prin- 
ciple of clean politics. : : 
The result of this fight made Mr. 
Palmer the recognized democratic 
leader in the state and as such he 
conducted the campaign for thé 
election of Wilson delegates to the 
democratic national convention held 
in Baltimore in 1912. : 
Mr. Palmer was one of the trium 
virate of leaders who managed the 
contest for the then governor of 
New Jersey upon the floor of the 
convention throughout the long and 
weary balloting for a presidential 
candidate. From the outset the 
Pennsylvania delegation, which 
Mr. Palmer headed, represented the 
largestestate unit of votes which 
Governor Wilson had in the con- 
vention, and without its support it 
was then and has ever since been 
conceded he could not have been 
nominated. | 
Throughout the campaign which 
followed and resulted in the elec- 
tion of Woodrow Wilson, Mr. 
Palmer was one of the candidate's 
trusted advisers and _  confidants. 
The president-elect showed his ap- 
preciation of Mr. Palmer’s services 
and his recognition of his ability by 
offering him the portfolio of secre- 
tary of war, Because of his re- 
ligious training and convictions Mr. 
Palmer declined the post as a peace- 
time duty and decided to serve out 
the term in congress for which he 
had been elected. 
In 1914 Mr. Palmer was the demo- 
cratic candidate in a three-corner- 


ed race for the United States sen- 
ate against Senator Botse Penrose, 
republican, and Gifford Pinchot, 
progressive, and was defeated. 

In the presidential contest of 1916 
Mr. Palmer, as national committee- 
man for his state, took an active 
part in the management of the cam- 
paign for Mr. Wilson's election. He 
had been an important factor in 
shaping the platform of the St. 
Louis convention which renominat- 
ed the president. 

After his re-election the president 

appointed Mr. Palmer chief justice 
of the eourt of claims, but Mr. 
Palmer decided not to serve and 
remainéd in private life. until call- 
ed into service following America’s 
eutrance into the war against Ger- 
many. - ,

PROPERTY CUSTODIAN. 

Mr. Palmer himself, under the 
trading with the enemy act passed 
by congress on October 6, 1917, was 
property custodian. . . .

No civilian service during the 
war had as farreaching effect upon 
the life and well being of the 
American public as that performed 
by the custodian of alien property.

and essential] industries when goes 
many controlled in the. Untted 
States were taken over and oper- 
ated during the war for the benefit 
of this country, and are now being 
sold—many of them have ‘been sold 
already—to bona fide American citi- 
zens.

Mr. Palmer induced congress to 
amend the law giving the Alien 
Property Custodian the general

Thus, instead of becom- 
ing a.mere conservator of enemy 
property, he made his office a great 
fightimge force in the war. He took 
oyer and became the trust officer 
fér-more than 33,000 estates aggre- 
gating a combined capital of more 
than. $800,000,000. Under @is. di- 
rection the most of this vast prop- 
erty has been sold to sure enough 
Americans, and the remainder of it 
will be sold as purchasers are found 
and the money turned over to the 
United States treasury, where it 
will await dispositon by congress. 

Enemy investments in America 
divided themselves into two class- 
es. The first, private investments 
of individual Germans who were at- 
tracted by possibilities of financial 


prises and real estate. The sec- 
ond class were investments which 
were made by combined German 
capital having close affiliations 
with the great political and finan- 
clal powers of the empire. 


The latter sought dominance and 
frequently secured control of great 
establishments. These investments 


were far-flung lines of advance for 
German kultur, and s0 great had 
they become with the opining of 
the world war that it is now per- 
fectly plain that Germany lived in 
high hopes of the assistance which 
would come to.her from the organ- 
ization she had built up on this side 
of the Atlantic.

913. While th® gross earnings of

“Save Money on Meat” Week 
Urged by Woman's Committee 


Mrs. J .E. Hayes, chairman of the 
woman's committee, acting with the 
fair price committee, issued to the 
women of Georgia a communication 
ers “to save 
money on meat by making the six 
days from April 5 to Apirl 10 ‘save 
money on meat’ week. 

“This plan is designed to realize 
the substantial economies which the 
United States department of justice 
has stated to be possible by more 
extenstive purchase of the less cost- 
ly meat cuts. 

“Accordingly, during ‘Save \Money 
on Meat’ week the public is urged 
to buy those portions which have 
great nutritive value and are highly 
palatable, but which cost far less 
than the more popular cuts. 

“The retailers of this state will 
co-operate in ‘Save Money on Meat’ 
week. Inexpensive cuts will be 
stocked in unusual quantities. 
Wholesale meat salesmen have 
agreed to urge on retailers the pur- 
chase of an adequate supply of less 
costly cuts from April 5 to April 
10. The campaign will be extend- 


ed even into the smallest towns. 

“Needless to say, the fair price 
commission will be watching to 
make sure that no dealer tries to 
make the stimulated demand for 
cheaper cuts an occasion for illicit 
profits. The retailers shoudl be able 
to sell, and undoubtedly will sell, 
on a closer margin, due to the fact 
that they will buy and sell these 
portions in larger quantities than 
usual. 

“According to the department of 
justice, government experts who 
have investigated marketing con- 
ditions, say: 

*“*‘An abnormal demand for any 
commodity forces up the price, and 
this condition apples to porterhouse 
steaks or other choice cuts. Peo- 
Ple should use more forequarter 
meats (whence come many inexpen- 
sive cuts) and reduce the cost of 
living.’ 

“Now is the consumer’s chance 
to save money by purchasing more 
freely the cheaper portions of meat. 
They are ‘cheap’ only in the sense 
that they cost less.”

Vegetables Vary. 

When the doctor advises a larger 
use of vegetables he usually means 
“green” vegetables. These are giv- 
en to “lighten” the diet and add 
the necessary bulk’ and mineral 
Salts to correct intestinal action. 
Vegetables may be classified under 


three heads, viz.: 

1, Legumes or pulses which in- 
clude beans, peas, lentils, and pea- 
nuts. 

2. Roots or tubers, such as po- 
tatoes, turnips, beets, etc. ' 

The green vegetables such as 
Spinach, cabbage, salads, etc.. 

Legumes are pod-bearing plc’ ‘*s 
in which the pods or seeds are used 
as food. Dried peas or beans are 
even richer in proteids than the 
fresh plants and should be used to 
replace meats on your table. They 


need long slow cooking to break up | 


the cellulose an@ prepare them for 
digestion. They are really too 
heavy for persons having any kird 
of digestive disturbances, and 
should be left for those doing rath- 
er heavy work. 

Roots and tubers are maé€e up 
mainly of starch and cellulose and 
mineral salts. Beets, carrots and 
parsnips contain additional sugar. 
Onions, rich in sulphur and oil, are 
valuable as laxatives. Of this class 
potatoes are of the greatest nutri- 
tive valle. 

The green vegetables are about 
nine-tenths water and they con- 
tain excellent salts. 

One of each of these vegetables 
has a place on a well-balanced 
menu, and should be eaten in larger 
or smaller amounts according to 
the needs of the individual.

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INCREASED CAR FARES 
DEVELOP OPPOSITION 


| Many Protests Received by 


Mayor Key — Company 
Working on Details 
of Petition. 


Opposition to an increase in street 


car ftares from 6 to 8 cents in At- 
lanta anu the proposed raise in 
other service rates was made mani- 
fest Wednesday in many protests 
which poured in on Mayor Key 
from proprietors of restaurants, 
boarding houses and many other 
citizens. Protests came in by tele- 
phone, by letter and through a pe- 
tition signed by a large number of 
citizens. ; 

In the meantime Harry M. At- 
kinsgon, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, stated that the 
company was going ahead in pre- 
paration of its petition on working 
out details in connection with the 
Marietta and Stone Mountain lines. 

Mayor Key declared that as chief’ 
executive of the city of Atlanta, he 
would vigorously oppose the pro- 
posal to increase Passenger and 
other rates, and would confer fur-> 
ther with the mayors of nearby 
municipalities in regard to ‘plans 
to fight the petition. 

Permission to charge 8 cents car 
fare in Atianta and to increase the 
rates for gas and électric service 
331-3 per cent, will be asked of 
the state railroad commission by 
the Georgia Railway and -Power 
company. This was decided on- at 
a meeting of the directors of the 
company Tuesday afternoon, when 
the officials of the corporation 
agreed thmat a minimum increase 
of one-third in the present rates 
would be necessary in all depart- 
ments in order to permit the com- 
pany to maintain its service. 

The railroad commission in 1918 
granted an increaase in street car 
fares from 5 to 6 cents and also 
allowed certain increases in the 
rates for electricity and gas. 

There is now pending before the 
railroad commission a petition from 
the company to authorize a reduc- 
tion in the quality of the gas. _It 
is desired to establish a standard of 
500 British thermal units. instead 
o fthe present standard of 575 ther- 
mal units. The petition is 
declared to be an emergency one 
made necessary on account of the 
scarcity of oil supplies the company 
is able to secure for use in the man- 
ufacture of gas. According to Cecil 
P. Poole, city mechanical engineer, 
such a reduction would make the 
gas unfit for use. 

The petition received by the may- 
or protesting against the proposed 
increase in gas rates is as follows: 

‘‘We the undersigned citizens of Atlanta, 
who use the gas of the Atlanta Gas Light 
company, have noticed that there $s a move- 
ment on foot to increase the cost of gas, and 
also to lower the heating value thereof. 

‘‘As our chief executive and representa- 
tive, we beg that you exercise your powerful 
influence to protect us against this addi- 
tional cost, ag we are already burdened to 
such an extent, that any higher cost of liv- 
ing expenses will work great hardships upon 
us.

HUGE WARRANT DRAWN 
FOR SCHOOL PAYMENTS 


While a warrant for $1,979,617.75 
was drawn by Governor Dorsey yes- 
terday to cover discounted school 
warrants that were due on Febru- 
ary 1 and March 1, it did, not mean 
that the sum was drawn from the 
treasury on that day or that the 
money had not already been paid. 
The amounts due, according to war- 
rants previously issued, were $1,- 
804,354.75 on February 1, and $1990,- 
388 on March 1, making a total of 
$1,994,732.75. It so happened, how- 
ever, that a few of the counties 
receiving advances did not find it 
mecessary to cash their warrants 
and returned them to the treasury. 
It then became necessary to draw 
a warrant for the sum named above 
in order to balance the books of 
the treasurer and the governor's 
office. 

The balance still unpaid on the 
1919 fund is only $28,482.13, which 
represents sums for which no 
requisition has yet been made by 
the counties.

Many 
inquiries about side applications 
have been fostered by the shortage 
in fertilizers, Mr. Harper said. . 

No farmer should let up in his 
efforts to obtan fertilizer, Mr. Har- 
per declared. He said side applica- 
tions would undotbtedly pay be- 
cause of the high price of the staple. 
If materials are-not received in time 
to go into the ground at the time of 
reeee they should be placed 
alongst the rows. 

It is ‘recommended that the fer- 
tilizers be placed just beside the 
plant ahead of the plow or distrib- 
uted alongside the rows with the 
regular fertilizer distributor. Such 
action is not advised under boll 
weevil conditions if the material is 
not received early. Late applications 
will make a late crop unter those 
conditions, tests show, he said.

“COMER MEASURE 


| Ippose Provision Backed 
by American Cotton As- 
sociation Seeking to Sta- 
bilize Contract Value of 
‘Cotton. |

(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, March 31.—Desperate 
efforts to defeat the amendment of 
Senator Comer, of Alabama, adopted 
by the senate in the agricultural 
appropriation bill, are now being 
made and it is reported here to- 
night that the cotton exchanges of 
New York and New Orleans are op- 
posing the Comer provision which 
says that hereafter the purchaser of 
cotton on a aoetton exchange shall 
have the right to demand delivery 
on one-half the amount of his pur- 
chase in official cotton standard 
grades of middling and above, and 
that the seller shall have the option 
to deliver the remaining one-half 
of such pufchase from any of the 
official cotton standard grades. 

The American Cotton association, 
the néw southern organization, has 
approved the amendment through 
its president, J. S. Wanamaker, of 
St. Mathews, S.C. In a.telegram to 
Senator Comer, President Wana- 
maker says: 

Wanamaker’s Telegram. 

“Tremendous combination formed 
for purpose of defeating your 
amendment. Telegrams and letters 
being sent by thousands for this 
purpose.

WiN force greatly need- 
ed reforms upon exchanges. State- 
ment that it will penalize producers 
of off grades farcical and simply 
subterfuge. Off grades have never 
been sold as the result of transac- 
tions on exchanges and would prove 
just as feasible to perfect such sales 
through contracts permitting deliv- 
ery of low grades at fair value for 
same as would be to produce snow- 
drops in Hades. Consider oppositjo n 
to this reform grave mistake. Busi- 
ness must be upon safe and sound 
methods. Comer bill step in this 
direction. Show this to Senator E. 
D. Smith and consult with him.” 

Senator Comer in the senate today 
made the following explanation in 
commenting on the telegram and 
the effect of his amendment: 


Would Embarrass Dealers. 


“The exchanges, New York and 
New Orleans, claim that the pro- 
posed amendment requiring half of 
the contract delivered in cotton 
middling and above, leaving balance 
at option of the seller, will embar- 
rass dealers in cotton and will bring 
a chaotic condition in the exchanges 
and hurt the producer in that it-will 
militate against the use of low- 
grade cotton. 

“The proposed change’ simply 
tends to stabilize the contract val- 
ue of cotton, making it approximate 
commercial price, and to the ex- 
tent that this is accomplished it 
wilf benefit every dealer on the ex- 
cHange, will encourage business to 
hedge their sales or purchase on 
the exchanges, as this will give 
them increased protection. It will 
help the legitimate handlers of cot- 
ton from producer to consumer in 
that it will help deprive the illegit- 
imate dealer on the exchange of a 
multiplex assembly of off-grades 
and tendering them on contract; off- 
grades not for the purpose of in- 
creasing their use, which in the very 
nature of the contract is impossi- 
ble, but for the purpose of depress- 
ing the market, of unduly controll- 
ing the market. The assembly of 
off-grades of the ten contract types 
at the exchanges for the purpose of 
delivery is the furthest from en- 
couraging the use and manufacture 
of these grades and consequently 
is the furthest from advantage to 
these grades. The exchanges were 
never intended to be the point, or 
medium, of delivery of cotton, good 
or bad. It costs several cents per 
pound to pass any cotton through 
the exchanges. The exchanges lim- 
ited to the index, the barometer of 
price, the hedge seller accomplishes 
the purpose of the hedge transac- 
tion when he buys the spot cotton 
whenever he can do so to the best 
advantage and then release by sell- 
ing or purchasing his hedge. 

Intent ef Transaction. 

“This is the utmost intent of 
the exchange transaction and fur- 
ther use of it is not to the ad- 
vantage of the cotton producer, the 
cotton dealer, the cotton manufac- 
turer or the cotton consumer, and 
nothing can be falser than the gen- 
eral proposition that the exchanges, 
as at present or in the past con- 
ducted, ericourage the use of off- 
grades or any grade of cotton.’ 

“The amendment is intended to 
protect the interest of legitimate 
transactions on the exchanges and 
in the most positive terms, I assert 
that it does not hurt any business 
transaction that the character of 
it, the opportunities of it, should 
be simplified and protected by law, 
Imiting the opportunities of the 
gambler on the exchange to mark 
the cards with which the game is 
played, is in every sense of the 
word a protection of legitimate 
business and should be accom- 
plished. 

“What we wish in the cotton busi- 
ness is self-determination. The self- 
determination that frees the cotton 
people, the producer and the dealer 
from the gambling element on the 
cotton exchanges.”

By six votes, Robert M. King, of 
Menlo, has been declared re-clected 
to the office of tax receiver of 
Chattooga county over his opponent.

Mr. Anderson was 
thought to have been elected to the 
office last Wednesday night by a 
small majority, but when all the re- 
turns were in and a count carefully 
made, it was found Mr. King was re- 
elected.

property in that state pending iusti- 
tution of proceedings by his familv 
to have a conservator appointed to 
manage his estate.

Croker, the sons, and Mrs. Ethel 
White, the daughter, allege that 
their father is not competent to 
handle his own affairs. The affi- 
davits further alleged that Mr. Cro- 
ker, Sr., has been unduly influenced 
by his present wife, who “to further 
her own interest,” has sought by 
every means to alienate him from 
his children. 

William F. McCombs, counsel for 
the Croker children, announced here 
that the order on which the injunc- 
tion was obtained is returnable in 


the Palm Beach court next week. 
The restraining order marks an- 
other link in a long chain of liti- 
gation between the Croker children 
and their father, seeking an ac- 
counting of trust funds left in the 
hands of Richard, Jr., for adminis-

Inspectors to Watch 
Fake Medicines Sent 
To U.S. From Canada 


Washington, March 81.—Federa] 
drug inspectors have been instruct- 
ed to keep a close watch on prop- 
rietary medicines from Canada 
with a veiw to checking the impor- 
tation of “sure cure” and “‘cure- 
alls” from the dominion. 

“The old ‘sure cure’ medicine 
fakes which have. been driven out 
of business in this eountry,” the 
department of Agriculture announc- 
ed today, “have. become ¢stablished 
across the border in Canada and 
are attempting to do business, par- 
ticularly through the mails, with 
such of the old victims who sur- 
vived previous treatments and are 
still susceptible to the blandish- 
ments of alluring advertisements 
and labels.” 

The federal food and drug act ap- 
plies to imported as well as those 
of domestic manufacture. The law 
in some respects ,the announcement 
adds is “more stringent in its ap- 
plication to imported than to do- 
mestic products.” It provides that 
foods and drugs which are being 
imported into the United States or 
offered for import shall be refused 
admission into this country “if 
adultreated or misbarned’5’ under 
this act, or “otherwise. dangerous 
to the health of people.” 

The proprietary medicine manu- 
facturer thrives on alluring claims 
as to the curative powers of his 
product, say the bureau officials. 
Preparations made of a few cheap 
ingredients with little or no thera- 
peutic effeet are labeled as “sure 
cures’ for tuberculosis, kidney dis- 
ease, scarlet fever, diphtheria, pneu- 
monia, influenza, goiter, and a host 
of minor ills. The purchase of such 
worthless preparations ts not only a 
waste of money, but the sufferers, 
relying on the false promises of 
benefit printed on.the package or 
in the advertising literature, may 
experience material injury through 
failure promptly to institute proper 
treatment.
